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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac: 

At  the  annual  election  held  in  March  John  E.  Flynn  was  re-elected 
to  the  Board  for  a  three  year  term.  The  Board  organized  as  follows: 
Wallace  S.  Carter,  Chairman;  George  J.  P.  Stevens,  Clerk;  and  John  E. 
Flynn ,  third  member . 

The  year  1965  has  been  a  very  active  year  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
The  Board  met  numerous  times  with  the  Finance  Board,  other  boards, 
committees  and  elected  officials  of  the  town.  The  construction  of  Inter¬ 
state  495  produced  a  number  of  problems.  On  numerous  occasions  mem-  I 
bers  of  the  Board  met  with  engineers  of  the  project  and  have  negotiated 
with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  offices  at  Danvers  and  Boston. 
The  assistance  of  Senator  Rurak  and  Representative  Talbot  has  been  solic¬ 
ited  and  received.  Although  there  are  some  problems  still  to  be  settled, 
for  the  most  part  solutions  have  been  reached  to  the  benefit  of  the  town. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  our  Federal  legislators  have  taken  steps 
to  ascertain  Merrimac ’s  placement  on  the  list  of  areas  of  substantial 
unemployment  thereby  putting  the  town  in  the  position  to  be  eligible  for 
participation  in  government  aid  programs. 

The  tower  for  the  Town  Hall  clock  has  been  repaired  and  painted; 
the  clock  repaired;  an  aluminum  storm  door  installed  at  the  police  sta¬ 
tion;  new  lights  installed  in  the  town  offices  and  town  hall;  and,  minor  re-  . 
pairs  have  been  completed  in  the  town  hall. 

The  census  was  accomplished  under  the  direction  of  the  Board.  As 
of  January  1,  1965  Merrimac’s  population  was  3733. 

A  number  of  parcels  of  low  value  tax  title  lands  have  been  sold  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  with  restrictions  placed  upon  the  use  of  this  land  where  ap¬ 
plicable.  The  Board  granted  use  of  the  second  floor  of  the  former  high 
school  building  to  the  Interchurch  Committee  for  the  establishment  of  a 
youth  center.  Also,  permission  was  given  the  Playground  Committee  and 
the  Town  Improvement  Society  to  construct  a  skating  rink  on  town  owned 
land  on  Church  Street. 


With  the  assistance  of  Attorney  Louis  A.  Cyr,  Town  Counsel,  the 
cancellation  of  a  debt  to  the  Federal  Government  in  the  amount  of  $8000.00 

for  a  loan  to  finance  the  planning  of  a  consolidated  school  in  1947  was  ac¬ 
complished. 
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In  July  a  jury  list  was  compiled  and  published  and  during  the  year 
five  jurors  have  been  named. 

The  Selectmen,  acting  as  the  Board  of  Health  have  attended  many 
meetings  in  regard  to  Merrimac  River  pollution  and  a  discussion  of  a 
sewerage  system  for  Merrimac.  After  much  study  and  meetings  with 
townspeople  and  State  officials ,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  acting  as  the 
Board  of  Health  caused  the  refuse  disposal  area  to  be  moved  from  Mill 
Street  to  the  Town  Forest  area  off  Battis  Road. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Pittman, 
public  health  nurse,  held  a  clinic  for  town  employees  to  receive  flu  shots 
for  just  a  token  cost.  Mrs.  Pittman  was  assisted  by  Mrs.  Gleed,  school 
nurse.

The  Trustees  of  the  Merrimac  Public  Library  present  their  eighty- 
ninth  annual  report  for  the  year  1965. 

The  total  number  of  volumes  borrowed  were  13,265,  of  which  2,123 
were  non-fiction  and  3,413  were  juvenile.  We  loaned  2,298  books  to  the 
Merrimac  Elementary  School.  We  borrowed  1,357  books  from  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Massachusetts  Bookmobile,  of  which  490  were  non-fiction. 

The  trustees  purchased  292  new  books  in  1965,  of  which  83  were  non 
fiction,  19  were  youth  type  and  31  were  juvenile.

During  the  year  1965  the  Water  Department  did  the  following  work: 

There  were  21  renewal  services  and  15  new  water  services.  Also 
installed  was  130’  of  6"  transite  pipe  paid  for  by  customer. 

There  were  13  service  breaks  repaired,  1  -  6”  valve  installed  and 
4  -  6"  valves  packed. 

788  water  meters  were  installed  and  the  above  meters  involved  in¬ 
stalling  29  service  valves. 

There  were  5  new  hydrants  installed  and  6  repaired.  However,  in 
the  matter  of  hydrants,  3  are  leaking,  8  shut  down  hard  and  8  are  with 
bad  caps.

The  main  objective  of  the  Merrimac  Light  Department  has  been  to 
reduce  line  loss  which  over  past  years  has  been  considerable.  This  aim 
has  been  realized  and  the  line  loss  is  now  down  to  a  respectable  12%. 

The  further  aim  of  the  department  is  to  drop  this  to  8  or  9%. 

The  reduction  was  accomplished  by  use  of  larger  overhead  conduc¬ 
tors,  changing  locations  of  transformers  that  they  may  be  used  to  effi¬ 
cient  capacity,  eliminating  conductors  that  were  of  no  use  and  the  use 
of  165  KVA  capacitors  throughout  the  system.  The  more  efficient  sys¬ 
tem  has  eliminated  low  voltage  spots. 

A  new  rate  schedule  for  Merrimac  consumers  has  been  established, 
including  a  new  residential  rate  and  an  addition  of  a  total  electric  living 
rate,  commercial  space  heating  rate,  and  a  general  rate. 

The  reduced  line  loss  was  a  contributing  factor  towards  establishing 
the  new  electric  rate. 

A  further  rate  reduction  is  expected  this  coming  summer. 

Commissioners  have  devoted  many  hours  and  a  concerned  effort 
towards  making  the  Light  Department  progressive  and  competitive  and 
the  past  year  showed  the  results  of  this.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WELFARE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac: 


The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  organized  with  the  following  officers: 
Chairman,  Cecile  C.  Sargent;  Clerk,  Jean  S.  Stuart;  Member,  Ubell 
D.  Morgan;  meeting  twice  a  month  on  Mondays  with  the  local  admin¬ 
istrator  to  review  the  administration  of  all  categories  of  Public  Assis¬ 
tance  . 

Total  case  load,  covering  all  categories  of  assistance  show  an  in¬ 
crease  over  last  year.  While  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number 
of  recipients  receiving  Old  Age  Assistance  there  has  been  a  sizable  in¬ 
crease  in  the  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  category.  As  more  and 
more  persons  become  eligible  for  Old  Age  and  Survivor's  Insurance  the 
need  for  aid  to  meet  medical  expenses  will  tend  to  increase  while  the  need 
for  direct  aid  through  Old  Age  Assistance  will  decrease. 


We  have  no  way  of  foretelling  how  "Medicare"  under  Social  Security 
is  going  to  affect  our  budget  for  the  coming  year. 


As  you  will  notice  from  the  following  records  the  Disability  Assis¬ 
tance  expenditures  have  greatly  increased.  This  category  will  not  come 
under  the  Medicaire  program  due  to  an  age  requirement,  therefore  our 
budget  must  be  increased  accordingly. 


All  categories  of  aid  except  General  Relief  used  U.S.  Reimbursement 
Funds  for  the  first  two  months  of  1965  with  Old  Age  Assistance  using  it  for 
eight  months  to  meet  their  payrolls. 


Once  again  the  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare,  through 
the  Federal  and  State  Government  have  set  up  new  procedures  for  Social 
Services  that  we  must  incorporate  in  our  program.  Based  on  these  ser¬ 
vices  Federal  participation  for  administration  was  increased  to  75%, 
thereby  increasing  reimbursement  to  the  local  community. 


A  complete  record  of  Expenditures  and  Reimbursements  will  be 
found  on  the  following  pages  of  this  report. 
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We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  Town  Officials  and  other  per 
sonnel  for  their  continuing  cooperation  and  support.

Sir: 


In  accordance  with  your  instructions ,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Merrimac  for  the  fiscal  year  1964,  and 
submit  the  following  report  thereon: 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  departments  re¬ 
ceiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collec¬ 
tion  were  examined  and  verified  by  comparison  with  the  reports  and  re¬ 
cords  in  the  office  of  the  town  accountant. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  receipts  as  recorded  were  checked  with  the  available  de¬ 
partment  records  and  with  the  treasurer’s  books,  while  the  payments 
were  compared  with  the  selectmen’s  warrants  authorizing  the  disburse¬ 
ment  of  town  funds  and  with  the  treasurer’s  records. 
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The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  appropriation  accounts  were 
checked  with  the  amounts  voted  by  the  town  as  shown  by  the  town  clerk’s 
records  of  town  meetings,  the  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  were 
compared  with  the  amounts  authorized  by  the  finance  committee ,  while 
other  accounts  were  checked  with  information  in  the  various  departments 
in  which  the  transactions  originated. 

The  necessary  adjusting  entries  resulting  from  the  audit  were  made, 
and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  as  of  December  31,  1964. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  cash  book  additions  were  verified  and  the  recorded  re¬ 
ceipts  were  compared  with  the  accountant's  books,  with  the  records  of 
the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  and  with  other 
sources  from  which  money  is  paid  into  the  town  treasury.  The  payments 
were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer 
to  disburse  town  funds  and  with  the  accountant's  ledger,  and  the  cash 
balance  on  February  28,  1965  was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank 
balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit,  by  verifica¬ 
tion  of  the  United  States  Treasury  bills  in  safekeeping,  by  examination 
of  the  savings  bank  books,  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  recorded  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest 
were  checked  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  secu¬ 
rities  and  coupons  on  file.  The  outstanding  coupons  were  listed  and  rec¬ 
onciled  with  the  amount  on  deposit  for  their  payment,  as  shown  by  a 
statement  furnished  by  the  depository. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  investments 
of  the  several  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town 
treasurer  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved,  and  all 
transactions  and  balances  were  verified  and  checked  with  the  books  of 
the  town  accountant. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  town  were 
examined.  The  additions  to  the  tax  title  account  were  checked  with  the 
tax  collector's  records,  the  redemptions  and  sales  of  tax  possessions 
were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  the  foreclosures  were 
verified,  and  the  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were  listed,  rec¬ 
onciled  with  the  town  accountant's  ledger ,  and  checked  with  the  records 
at  the  Registry  of  Deeds . 


The  deductions  from  employees'  salaries  for  Federal  and  State 


taxes  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  amounts  due  and  paid  to  the 
proper  agencies. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  tax  and  excise  accounts  outstanding  at  the  time 
of  the  previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitment  lists, 
were  audited  and  proved  with  the  assessors’  warrants  authorizing  their 
collection.  The  recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the  verified 
payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  abatements  were  checked  with  the  asses¬ 
sors’  records  of  abatements  granted,  the  transfers  to  the  tax  title 
account  were  verified,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
proved  with  the  accountant's  controls. 


The  books  and  accounts  of  the  municipal  light  department  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  commitments  of  light,  power,  and 
miscellaneous  accounts  receivable,  as  well  as  the  consumers'  deposit 
account,  were  examined  and  proved.  The  discounts  were  verified,  the 
recorded  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's 
records ,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with 
the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  commitments  of  departmental  and  water  accounts  receivable 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with 
the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  discounts  and  abatements  were  ver¬ 
ified,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
town  accountant's  ledger. 

The  outstanding  tax,  excise,  departmental,  light,  and  water  ac¬ 
counts  were  further  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons 
whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the 
replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  cor¬ 
rect. 

The  town  clerk's  records  of  dog,  sporting,  and  miscellaneous  li¬ 
censes  were  examined,  the  payments  to  the  State  being  verified  with  the 
receipts  on  file,  and  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  being  compared 
with  the  treasurer's  cash  book. 

The  surety  bonds  furnished  by  the  several  town  officials  were  exam¬ 
ined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  cash  receipts  of  the  selectmen,  the  sealer  of  weights 
and  measures ,  and  the  gas  and  wire  inspectors ,  as  well  as  of  the  police , 
health,  school,  library,  and  cemetery  departments,  and  of  all  other  de- 
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partments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  were  examined,  checked,  and 
reconciled  with  the  treasurer’s  and  the  accountant’s  books. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  are  tables 
showing  reconciliations  of  the  treasurer’s,  tax  collector's,  and  town 
clerk’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  municipal  light,  water,  and 
departmental  accounts,  together  with  schedules  showing  the  condition  and 
transactions  of  the  several  trust  and  investment  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit  cooperation  was  received  from  all 
officials  of  the  town,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself, 
I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

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TRUST  AND  INVESTMENT  ACCOUNTS 
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REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 


The  Elementary  School  Building  Committee  held  its  organizational 
meeting  March  17 ,  1965  and  elected  the  following  officers: 

Chairman  -  Wilbur  L.  Allen 
Vice  Chairman  -  Daniel  Gulezian 
Secretary  -  Mrs.  Richard  E.  Calnan 

Other  members  appointed  were:  Norman  O.  Burgess,  Mrs.  Lloyd 
W.Buzzell,  Ralph  Diodati  and  John  Zappala. 

Weekly  meetings  were  held  throughout  the  year. 

After  preliminary  studies  were  made  it  was  decided  that  current  re¬ 
quirements  for  a  projection  of  ten  years  necessitated  a  building  of  9  basic 
classrooms,  1  special  education  room,  2  kindergarten  rooms,  1  multi¬ 
purpose  room  and  cove  facilities  would  suffice. 


The  resignation  of  Mrs.  Richard  E.  Calnan,  who  moved  to  another 
community,  was  accepted  at  the  May  3  meeting. 

Mrs.  Lloyd  W.  Buzzell  was  elected  to  fill  the  post  of  Secretary 
which  was  left  vacant.

Much  study  was  given  to  site  selection  and  after  reviewing  and  test¬ 
ing  several  sites  in  various  sections  of  the  town  it  was  unanimously 
agreed  to  propose  to  the  townspeople  the  site  of  land  between  Church  and 
Winter  Streets  owned  by  Henry  L.  and  Barbara  N.  Adams. 


Several  architects  were  interviewed  and  after  considerable  discus¬ 
sion  the  firm  of  Lord  and  DenHartog  and  Associates  of  Boston  were  hired. 


Work  on  plans  and  meetings  with  the  SBAC  were  held  and  finally  at 
a  special  town  meeting  held  November  30,  1965,  the  sum  of  $574,528.00 
was  voted  for  the  construction  of  the  new  school. 


Weekly  meetings  are  still  being  held  with  the  hope  that  bids  can  be 
sought  by  March  15 ,  1966  so  that  construction  can  be  started  by  April 
to  enable  the  opening  of  the  school  to  be  at  least  by  September  1967. 
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There  have  been  spectators  at  many  of  the  meetings  and  the  commit¬ 
tee  has  expressed  through  the  news  media  that  all  meetings  are  open  to 
the  taxpayers  and  comments  will  be  welcomed.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Treas¬ 
urer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  sell  at  public  auction,  after 
first  giving  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale  by  posting  such  notice  of 
sale  in  some  convenient  and  public  place  in  the  Town,  fourteen  days  at 
least,  before  the  sale,  property  heretofore  taken  or  which  may  be  taken 
by  the  Town  under  Tax  Title  Procedure,  provided  that  the  Town  Treas¬ 
urer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  or  their  authorized  agent,  may 
at  the  time  of  such  public  auction  reject  any  bid  which  they  may  deem  inad¬ 
equate,  or  may  after  such  auction  has  been  held  sell  such  property  pro¬ 
vided  that  in  their  estimation  an  adequate  offer  may  be  made. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
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and  their  successors  in  office  to  sell,  until  the  1967  Annual  Town  Meet¬ 
ing,  at  public  or  private  sale  any  of  the  property  which  the  Town  may 
have  acquired  or  may  hereafter  acquire  through  proceedings  based  upon 
non-payment  of  taxes  or  under  proceedings  for  the  sale  of  lands  of  low 
value,  to  impose  upon  the  property  so  sold  such  restrictions,  reserva¬

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ANNUAL  REPORT  MERRIMAC  1965 
To  the  Citizens  of  Merrimac: 

Your  School  Committee  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year 
1965.  The  five  members  of  this  Committee  supervise  the  elementary 
program  in  the  Town.  Three  of  the  five  members  serve  on  the  Pentucket 
Regional  District  School  Committee. 

Educational  Programs 

In  our  present  school,  Grades  1-6,  every  effort  is  exerted  to  provide 
each  child  with  a  firm  foundation  for  further  learning  and  for  life .  As  we 
know  each  child  is  different.  Some  are  tall,  some  are  short,  others  are 
average.  Each  characteristic  of  children  ranges  from  one  extreme  to  the 
other  with  the  great  proportion  about  average.  This  range  of  abilities  is 
evident  in  academic  ability,  determination  to  learn  and  desire  to  learn. 

The  ungraded  primary  organization  which  we  have  maintained  since  1955 
is  best  suited  to  accommodate  the  children’s  range  of  abilities. 

Of  great  concern  to  us  has  been  the  inability  of  many  entering  first 
graders  to  immediately  proceed  with  learning  to  read  and  do  academic 
work.  To  recognize  a  situation  is  one  thing,  to  remedy  it  is  another. 
Gradually  through  the  efforts  of  research,  through  the  efforts  of  men  like 
Benjamin  Bloom  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  Piaget,  Spodek  and  others, 
a  persistent  correlation  has  been  established  between  the  development  of 
intelligence  in  a  child’s  early  years  and  his  academic  level  of  growth. 

In  view  of  the  work  of  these  men  and  others,  schooling  cannot  wait  until 
the  child  is  six  or  more . 

Merrimac  has  stepped  forward  in  developing  its  children's  potentials 
by  approving  the  new  elementary  school  building  with  classrooms  for  chil¬ 
dren  at  the  age  of  five.  Only  time  can  prove  the  wisdom  of  this  action  but 
its  wisdom  will  be  made  apparent.  We  say  this  because  we  know  that  there 
are  some  persisting  school  situations  which  develop  the  child's  ability  to 
learn.  Language  development  is  central  to  this  ability.  A  child  develops 
hearing  skills,  seeing  skills,  talking  skills  and  hand  skills.  His  personal 
development  includes  an  individual  uniqueness  and  an  understanding  of  his 
place  in  the  world. 

At  the  secondary  level  your  children  attend  the  comprehensive  sec  - 
ondary  school  supported  by  the  Pentucket  Regional  School  District.  The 
educational  program  there  is  constantly  being  reviewed  in  terms  of  con¬ 
tent  and  comprehensiveness.  Although  every  pupil  need  cannot  be  met 
the  overall  program  provides  your  children  with  the  necessities  for  fur- 
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ther  education  or  skills  for  employment.  Platooning  has  affected  its  ac¬ 
ademic  growth  but  the  end  to  platooning  is  in  sight.  By  1967  when  the  jun¬ 
ior  high  building  is  opened,  a  more  normal  situation  will  be  re-established. 

In  Review:  1965 

The  past  year  has  been  one  which  saw  the  citizens  of  Merrimac  re¬ 
affirm  their  love  for  their  children  by  providing  them  with  one  important 
avenue  to  success,  an  adequate  education.  The  planned  building  programs 
will  be  a  big  step.  As  adults  we  know  that  education  is  only  one  way  to  suc¬ 
cess  but  it  is  a  vital  one.  We  know,  too,  that  intelligence  is  the  best  nat¬ 
ural  resource  that  our  children  have.  You  have  enhanced  your  children’s 
chances  considerably  by  providing  for  their  education  from  the  age  of  five 
through  Grade  12.  As  steward’s  of  your  schools  we  believe  that  1965  has 
been  a  significant  year.

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PENTUCKET  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  ANNUAL  REPORT  1965 


To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Groveland,  Merrimac  and  West  Newbury: 

The  Pentucket  Regional  School  Copimittee  submits  the  following  re¬ 
port  for  1965.  During  the  past  year  your  School  Committee  has  tried  to 
maintain  a  quality  educational  program  geared  to  the  needs  of  pupils. 

This  is  not  easy  to  do  in  the  present  educational  ferment.  There  are 
strong  advocates  for  all  types  of  programs  and  policies.  Within  our  abil¬ 
ity  to  provide  for  our  children  our  schools  have  given  them  a  chance  to 
succeed  now  and  in  the  future. 

Progress  Toward  The  New  Junior  High  Building 

Undoubtedly  the  outstanding  educational  progress  for  the  districts  in 
1965  was  the  favorable  three-town  vote  on  May  11th  authorizing  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  1000  pupil  junior  high  school  to  be  erected  on  the  site  adjoin¬ 
ing  the  present  building. 

This  favorable  vote  climaxed  several  years  of  proposals  and  votes. 

A  consensus  was  reached  shortly  before  this  proposal  to  have  contingent 
articles  for  an  enlarged  building  by  adding  10  classrooms  with  an  amorti¬ 
zation  vote  change .  This  was  voted . 

Although  the  School  Building  Assistance  Commission  had  given  verbal 
approval  to  the  10  additional  rooms,  upon  the  results  of  the  favorable 
bond  issue  vote  the  Commission  forced  the  Committee  to  re-examine  the 
entire  educational  specifications  since  approximately  300  extra  pupils 
could  now  be  housed.  This  took  several  weeks. 

Early  in  June  the  Committee  had  to  decide  whether  to  construct  a  one 
or  two-floor  building.  This  was  a  question  raised  in  every  town  since 
there  were  contentions  in  favor  of  each  proposal.  To  arrive  at  the  best 
decision  it  was  necessary  to  plan  a  one-floor  building  with  the  needed 
facilities  and  a  two-floor  building  with  the  same  facilities .  Each  had  to 
be  so  arranged  that  a  vote  for  either  plan  would  give  an  equal  educational 
program.  On  a  basis  of  some  10,000  less  square  feet  in  the  one-floor 
plan,  assuming  an  equal  square  foot  cost  in  both,  the  Committee  voted 
to  proceed  with  the  more  economical  one-floor  school  in  early  August. 

Since  August  the  Architect  has  worked  closely  with  the  Committee  to 
prepare  the  working  drawings  and  bidding  specifications  which  are  well 
advanced.  The  timetable  called  for  advertising  for  bids  about  the  first 
of  the  year ,  opening  bids  about  February  1 ,  1966  and  beginning  construc- 
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tion  early  in  the  spring.  Completion  is  scheduled  for  the  summer  of  1967 
with  the  planned  opening  still  scheduled  for  September  1.  1967. 

Personnel 

The  turnover  of  staff  members  continues.  Although  turnover  is  gen¬ 
erally  higher  today  in  education  as  well  as  in  industry  than  it  was  former¬ 
ly,  studies  indicate  that  turnover  is  closely  related  to  salaries.  The  pres¬ 
ent  trend  cannot  be  reversed  unless  our  overall  salary  position  is  improved. 
There  are  other  factors  affecting  turnover  but  the  most  significant  one  is 
salary  position. 

Donald  Elsemore  replaced  John  L.  Thomas  as  the  principal  during 
1965.  Francis  Ferreira  replaced  Ray  E.  Franklin  as  the  assistant  prin¬ 
cipal.  Bertram  Fecteau  was  retained  as  a  second  assistant  principal  to 
assist  in  the  operation  of  the  school  during  platooning.  Miss  Louise  Mills, 
head  of  the  business  education  department,  retired  after  6  years  on  the 
staff.  Her  contributions  to  the  effectiveness  of  her  department  and  the 
school  will  be  missed.  Other  staff  changes  are  shown  under  the  faculty 
listing. 

We  have  endeavored  to  carry  out  the  will  of  the  people  in  our  duties. 

We  submit  that  this  has  been  done  in  accordance  with  the  expressed  or 
implied  will  as  known  to  us.
